The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art references of record is the previously cited reference to Plum (4,817,027) and 
the newly cited reference to Kovach (6,442,512). However, neither teach or suggest the 
features of claims 1 , 1 1 , or 21 of "automatically generating code to compute a 
derivative by forming an expression tree fro the derivative of the numerical expression 
with respect to an independent variable, wherein the expression tree makes use of 
temporary variables to form results of sub-expressions for computing the derivative of 
the numerical expression; and wherein forming the expression tree involves seeking to 
introduce only temporary variables to form results of sub-expressions as necessary to 
eliminate repeated common sub-expressions, thereby substantially minimizing the 
number of temporary variables".
